EX-AGENT REVEALS EXTENSIVE FBI INVOLVEMENT IN KKK 
VIOLENCE AGAINST CIVIL RIGHTS ACTIVISTS 

NEW YORK (LNS)--A former FBI agent testified be- 
fore Congress in late November that he was ordered to 
join the Ku Klux Klan and participated in their violent 
attacks on civil rights workers in the South in the 
1960's. 

Gary Thomas Rowe Jr., who wore a white cloth mask 
to protect his identity, told the Senate Select Com- 
mittee on Intelligence that he gave advance warnings 
of planned Klan violence which the FBI consistently ig- 
nored. The FBI itself has estimated that at the height 
of the FBI's "campaign against the Klan," about 6% of 
the Klan members were FBI informers. 

James B. Adams ,tlle FBI 5 s .deputy associate director 
for investigation, disagreed with Rowe's testimony, 
however, and told the Senate committee ''I-think our 
accomplishment with the Klan was the FBI's finest hour." 

Rowe functioned as an FBI informer for six years 
and was involved in major cases of violence--all with 
the FBI's approval. On March 25, 1965, four Alabama 
Klan members shot and killed civil rights worker Viola 
Liuzzo from a cruising car. Rowe was one of the four, 
and surfaced to testify against the other three killers. 
He then left the Bureau and has since lived in Califor- 
nia under an assumed name. 

Longtime southern bl&ck activist Virginia Collins 
told LNS that "In the 1960s, during the height of the 
civil rights movement, persons active in that movement 
charged that agents of the FBI conspired with local 
politicians and local sheriffs and policemen to pre- 
vent black people and their supporters from exercising 
rights guaranteed them by the U.S. Constitution and 
several laws. Recent revelations show that the FBI did 
in fact conspire." 

"Missionary Work" 

Rowe said that when he was first recruited by the 
FBI in 1960, he was told to "participate in no violence 
whatsoever." This went on for several months, he told 
the Los Angeles Times in a recent lengthy interview, 
"and then they said: 'Look, there's crap going on that 
you're not reporting.'" 

Rowe told the FBI that in order to get information 
on violence he would have to go on what the Klan called 
"missionary work" and- he would be put in jeopardy if he 
did not join in the 'violence. "'Well we have to tell 
you by law that you can't get involved, but we. . .know 
you are going to have to get involved. You have to get 
the information, that's the main thing,"' Rowe said 
his superiors had told him. 

"So after that I became very active in the mission- 
ary work, but each and every time I would report to 
the FBI what we were going to do, and nothing was ever 
done about it." 

Onentff Rowe's major violent activities was help- 
ing to plan a joint Klan-police reception for civil 
rights freedom riders when they traveled to Birming- 
ham Alabama in 1961. A Birmingham detective introduced 
Rowe to a city police officer who told him they wanted 
to give the freedom riders "a reception they would 
never forget." 

'♦I said 'What do you mean, you want their asses 
kicked?' And he said, "We don't care if you kill 'em, 
burn 'em, bomb em out. We don't give a damn.'" 
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Rowe passed this information on to the FBI 
and later met with the police officers in a rest- 
aurant, with two FBI agents sitting six tables away, 
"while we discussed who would attack the buses and 
how they would be attacked when they rolled into 
Birmingham." 

The officers "told me they would allow us 15 
minutes to get in there and do whatever in the hell 
we wanted to do and there would be no police of- 
ficers to raise a hand to us. But after that they 
would have to make a show of force to keep the gov- 
ernment from sending troops in." 

Rowe informed the FBI of all plans three weeks 
in advance, but on May 14,1961, the freedom riders 
arrived and were immediately attacked. No police were 
in sight, but Rowe said there were several FBI 
agents in the crowd, including a couple taking mov- 
ing pictures of the incident. 

One of those most seriously injured in the at- 
tack was New York pacifist James Peck, who wrote 
about his experience: 

" Upon arrival in Birmingham I could see a mob 
lined up on the sidewalk only a few feet from the 
loading platform. Most of them were young--in their 
twenties. Some were carrying ill-concealed iron 
bars. A few were older men. All had hate showing on 
their faces . . . 

"As we entered the white waiting room and ap- 
proached the lunch counter we were grabbed bodily 
and pushed toward the alleyway leading to the loading 
platform. As soon as we got into the alleyway and 
out of sight of onlookers six of them started swing- 
ing at me with fists and pipes. Five others attacked 
[Charles] Person a few feet ahead. Within seconds 
I was unconscious on the ground." 

Rowe explained that after the fifteen minute 
attack’ was up, a Birmingham detective told him to 
hurry up and get out. "I only lived about eight 
blocks away and we were running up the street. It 
looked like about 100 police officers were coming 
down the street. We stepped over and let them by. 

We had clubs and chains. You name it, we had it. 

Not one officer asked us what was going on." None 
of the Klansmen were arrested. 

Later Birmingham police chief "Bmll Connor 
told reporters that police hadn't been there earlier 
because it was Mother's Day and the police werenat 
home with their mothers. 

Rowe also worked on the September 15, 1963, 
Birmingham church bombing that killed four young 
black girls attending Sunday school. He disclosed 
to the Senate committee that he gave the FBI the 
names of eight Klansmen suspected of involvement in 
the bombing . 

Later, Rowe said, he told the Bureau the name 
of a state investigator he said had urged him to 
tell one of the Klansmen to "keep his goddamn mouth 
shut," if questioned about the bombing. The case 
has: never been prosecuted. 

Civil Rights Activists' Response 

When LNS asked her about the recent testimony, 
Mary Larson, a white civil rights activist who 
worked for a year in the mid-sixties in Mississippi 
said she was not surprised by it. She described a 
typical incident involving the FBI . For several

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HUAC, THE KLAN, AND CIVIL RIGHTS 

NEW YORK (LNS)— Recent revelations of the extent 
of FBI infiltration and harassment of progressive 
groups in the United States brings to mind decades of 
similar action by the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities (HUAC). 

Both the FBI and HUAC have long justified their 
policies toward leftists by claiming to pursue simi- 
lar investigations of the far right, in particular the 
Ku Klux Klan and the American Nazi Party. But HUAC's 
brief investigation of these right-wing organizations 
pale in comparison with the intensity of its long his- 
tory of attacks on the civil rights movement. 

HUAC was formally established in January, 1945, 
and was dominated by southern segregationists for 30 
years, until its abolition in 1975. These conservative 
Congress members did all in their power to discredit 
the civil rights movement in addition to their attacks 
on labor organizers , immigrants , the Communist Party 
USA, anti-war and other activists. 

One of the Committee 1 s first major reports in 
1946, attacked theoliberal Southern Conference for 
Human Welfare (SCHW) for "promoting Communism" and in 
subsequent investigations throughout the 1950 *s and 
early 1960 ! s attacked other civil rights groups aeV 
tive in non-violent desegregation and voter registra- 
tion work. 

These groups included the Southern Conference 
Educational Fuftd (SCEF), the NAACP, the Congress of 
Racial Equality (CORE) , Southern Christian Leadership 
Council (SCLC) and SNCC, the Student Non-Violent Co- 
ordinating Committee. 

Many individuals, black and white, were subpoena- 
ed to appear before the Committee, and some served 
prison terms for refusing to testify, including SCEF 
field secretary Carl Braden in 1961. Many others were 
discredited, blacklisted, and harassed in their own 
communities because of HUAC T s attacks on them. 

In 1963, on behalf of the Louisiana legislature, 
state and local police raided the SCEF headquarters 
in New Orleans, seized its records and literature, and 
arrested then director Jim Dombrowski and two others. 
The three were accused of operating a "subversive" or- 
ganization and distributing "Communist political prop- 
aganda." 

1 Several weeks later a New Orleans judge dismissed 
the charges for lack of evidence, but the legislators 
had already' turned over the SCEF files and mailing 
list to HUAC f s counterpart in the Senate, the Senate 
Internal Securities Subcommittee, headed by conserva- 
tive Mississippi Seriator James Eastlahd. SCEF had 
previously refused to hand over its files 1 to the East- 
land Committee. 

In 1965, then HUAC chairman Edwin Willis of 
Louisiana said, "The committee is aware that Communist 
influence is at work in this field (the civil rights 
movement)," and in April, 1966, Virginia HUAC member 
William Tuck called for an investigation into what he 
described as "so-called civil rights groups...." 

"If we should learn in the course of our invest- 
igation," said Tuck, "that a certain organization 
which claims to be a civil rights group is actually 
controlled and dominated by Communists carrying out 
the work of the Communist Party, we would not hesi- 
tate to investigate their operations...." 

As black and white civil rights activists were 
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being attacked in Congress, they were also phys- 
ically attacked throughout the South by whites. 

These attacks were organized by the Ku Klux Klan® 
Churches and homes of activists were bombed, large 
numbers of people were brutally beaten, and many 
were murdered outright. Consistently, local law 
enforcement officials and the FBI did nothing to 
halt the Violence or apprehend those who committed 
it. 

Not until 1965, amidst much fanfare, did HUAC 
announce that it would investigate the Klan. It was 
President Lyndon Johnson who called for the probe 
—and only then because of the outrage following 
the recent murder of white ciVil rights activist 
Viola Luizzo. Luizzo was shot from a passing car 
carrying four men— one of them former undercover 
FBI agent Gary Rowe. 

"For three weeks the Committee rode rough-shod 
over the constitutional rights of Klansmen but threw 
no light on the hideous crimes of violence that have 
corrupted the South," reported the November, 1965, 
Southern Patribt, the SCEF newspaper. 

■ i : 

"The most it came up with were insinuations of 
petty larceny and income tax evasion by Klansmen® 
Finally, when the hearings were becoming so dull 
that even news reporters weren't interested anymore, 
HUAC said it would look into the case in which Klans- 
men were accused— but acquitted— of the murder of 
Negro Lemuel Penn in Georgia. 

"At that point," concluded the Patriot, "it was 
reported that such an investigation might jeopardize 
current federal efforts to get further court action 
on this case, and the hearings were recessed." 

In November, 1965, the Birmingham News quoted 
HUAC member John Buchanan as predicting that after 
the Klan investigation the Committee would probe 
what he described as "other groups that stir racial 
prejudice and create situations that result in vio- 
lence." Buchanan specif icially mentiohed SCLC, GORE, 
and SNCC. 

Needless to say, the entire HUAC hearings on 
the Klan passed by without turning; up the slightest 
clue to FBI involvement in the organization's at- 
tacks on civil rights activists. And the Klan 1 s at- 
tacks did not stop. Under the headline "Klan Steps 
Up Activity, 11 the December, 1966, Southern Patriot 
reported: 

"Amos Sensabough, 27, stepped from his mobile 
trailer home in Charlotte, N.G. and a bomb exploded, 
tearing off both his legs and one arm.... 

"An explosion damaged a car and blew out 17 
windows in the home of Joseph F. Banish of Charl- 
otte. A Negro church in Craven County was destroyed 
by bomb. In Anson County a pool hall that admitted 
Negroes was dynamited. In Morven, officials made 
plans to desegregated schools. Two bombs exploded 
in front of Negro homes... 

"These are only a few incidents that have oc^» 
curred in North Carolina in the last six months (of 
1966). Unsolved bombings, threats, mysterious mur- 
ders, beatings and cross burnings have (accompanied 
the phenomenal rebirth of the Ku Klux Klan in the 
state. . • •" 

And now in 1975, the Klan is by no means dead, 
as shown by its involvement in busing confrontations 
in Louisville, Ky. , and Boston.

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COMMUNITY GROUP FILES LAWSUIT TO STOP CONSTRUCTION 
OF YANKEE STADIUM; DEMAND MONEY FOR 
NEIGHBORHOOD SPORTS CENTER 

NEW YORK (LNS) — A coalition of community 
groups has filed a taxpayers suit against New York 
City demanding an immediate halt to the reconstruc- 
tion of Yankee Stadium . The Committee to Save 
Macombs Dam Field, based in the poor. Third World 
neighborhood known as the South Bronx, and a radical 
activist group called Sports for the People, are 
protesting the fact that the city has cut off funds 
pledged for neighborhood development while pouring 
huge amounts into Yankee Stadium. 

The- city had earmarked $3 million for devel- 
opment in the South Bronx, including Macombs Dam 
Field, but is now pleading poverty. Under a taxpay- 
ers suit, the city must show why money pledged for 
a specific project is being denied when they are 
spending funds in other areas. 

The new project envisioned by the Macombs Dam 
Field committee would provide recreation to the near- 
ly 750,000 people who live in the immediate area. 
Under the group’s proposal, the complex would be 
run by a non-profit community development corpora- 
tion that would be composed of representatives of 
the surrounding communities’ ethnic groups. The 
facility would also be staffed by community people. 

Under the Macombs Dam committee’s proposal, the 
field would be more than just a recreation area. 

It would be a training and health, center offering 
classes in sports and body care, as well as daycare 
so that women would be encouraged to use the field. 

”We believe it’s criminal for the city to 
spend twice the annual Parks Department budget to 
refurbish Yankee Stadium,” said Myles Jackson, 
chairman of the Committee to Save Macombs* Dam Field. 
”We think it is about time the city started to 
respond to the needs of its people rather than the 
profits of its corporations.” 

Despite making massive cutbacks in every area 
of social services, New York City has already poured 
over $75 million into the refurbishing of Yankee 
Stadium, which is also located in the South Bronx. 
When construction wasaapproved over two years ago, 
the city said that the total cost would be about 
$24 million. 

The Yankees are owned by a consortium headed 
by Cleveland ship builder George Steinbrenner. 

Soon after taking over the Yankees, Steinbrenner 
threatened to move the team to another city unless 
the stadium was completely refurbished.,; 

Steinbrenner pled no context in 1973 to charges 
that he had made illegal contributions to the 1972 
presidential campaign of Richard Nixon. As a result, 
Bowie Kuhn, the Commissioner of professional base- 
ball, suspended Steinbrenner from his job as presi- 
dent of the Yankees for two years. 

During that time, the acting chief executive 
of the team has been New York State Democratic 
Party chairman Patrick CCunriingham. Cunningham, 
whd started out in politics in the Bronx, has also 
been a legal advisor to Steinbrenner. It has been 
since Cunningham took over the reins c of the organ- 
ization that the city has decided to abandon : 


its previous commitment to spend $3 million to 
stem the deterioration of the neighborhood around 
Yankee Stadium, which includes Macombs Dam Fields 
Yankee Stadium has clearly become the highest 
priority construction project in the city. 

If the court action does not free the money 
needed to modernize Macombs Dam Field, Jackson has 
stated that his group, along with Sports for the 
People, will do ’’everything we need to do to pre- 
vent the scheduled opening and normal functioning 
of the stadium." The Yankees play their first 
home game April 15, 1976.

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BLACK SINGING GROUP ORDERED TO LEAVE SOUTH AFRICA; 
SUPREMES KICKED OUT AFTER ANTI-APARTHIED STATEMENTS 

NEW YORK (LNS) — The well-known black singing 
group 1 the Supremes were ordered to leave South 
Africa recently after they publicly denounced that 
country’s aparthied policies. The Supremes * had 
chosen to tour South Africa despite a broad campaign 
by other entertainers and political activists to 
convince them to boycott the country because of 
its racist practices. 

The news of the Supremes’ statements against 
the South African regime and the government’s 
action against them was largely ignored by the 
commercial press in the United States. SOUL, a 
black entertainment publication revealed in its 
latest issue that the gcoup had made the anti-apar- 
thied statements to a reporter of the Durban Daily 
News while on tour. 

According to SOUL, the singers decided to 
made their public statements after the South African 
government declared them "honorary whites."

"I" aid allowed to do things here that people 
who are born and live here can’t do," said Supreme 
singer Cindy Birdsong to, a Durban Daily News reporter. 
"I feel it is an insult that I can stay in a hotel 
that a Black African is not allowed in." 

The interview was immediately picked up by a 
number of South African newspapers and when the 
singing group returned to Capetown they were told 
by government officials that they had four hours 
to leave the country. 

"We were glad to leave South Africa," said 
Scherrie Payne, another member of the threesome 0 
"Physically it is a beautiful country, but it’s 
run by a bunch of bigots." 

; Before leaving on the tour the Supremes were 
urged by the American Committee on Africa, the 
Black Theater Alliance, the Actors Equity Association, 
and others to boycott South Africa. According to 
the Supremes, they decided to go because they were 
promised integrated audiences. 

"We were fooled in the arrangements for coming 
over here in the first place," said Cindy Birdsong. 
Only two of their 24 concerts were given "racial per- 
mits" allowing blacks to attend. Payne explained that 
even when "racial permits" were issued, no advertis- 
ing was done among Black Africans and that the Su- 
Premes went into the streets to hand out free tickets 
to blacks.

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BLACK FAMILY IN NEW YORK FACES VIOLENT HARASSMENT 

AFTER MOVING INTO WHITE NEIGHBORHOOD 

(Editor's note: The following article is reprinted 
from the November New York City Star 3 edited by LNS.) 

NEW YORK (LNS) — Incidents of racist violence 
against a black family in Queens, New York have led 
to assault charges against one of the victims. 

It all began a year and a half ago, when 
Ormistandd and Glenda Spencer and their three chil- 
dren moved into a modest house in Rosedale, Queens, 
a predominately white neighborhood. Two days after 
moving in, the house was firebombed. Since then, 
Violence against the Spencers has escalated. 

The Spencers bought their house in July, 1974, 
but because of damage from the firebomb, they 
couldn’t move in until October. On New Years 1 Eve 
at 4:30 a.m., the home was racked by a shrapnel 
bomb that exploded in the dining room, smashed 
through the kitchen, and partially damaged the back 
of the house. Because the Spencers were asleep in 
their bedroom, they were unharmed. 

After this second bomb a police guard was set 
up outside their home. One night when the officer 
on duty went to investigate noises in the back of 
the Spencers’ house, he was attacked by two white 
men and beaten unconscious. 

Despite these three violent incidents Return 
Our American Rights (ROAR) , a committee of white 
Rosedale residents, formed soon after the firebomb- 
ing, demonstrated outside the Spencer home on 
Easter Sunday, and demanded that their tax money 
not be used to protect the Spencers. (The organi- 
zation is a chapter of Boston ROAR — Restore Our 
Alienated Rights — which arose amidst the busing 
conflict in that city.) 

The latest incident against the Spencers was 
in August, 19 75, when a crowd of whites tried to 
storm the Spencer home, again because the Spencers 
were getting police protection. 

Ormistand and Glenda Spencer were ready to 
defend their home and family. When the police ar 
arrived, they found that Mr, Spencer had a gun for 
protection and they tried to disarm him. A struggle 
ensued and the gun went off, hitting both the 
Spencers. Ormistand Spencer was arrested and 
charged with assaulting his wife, who stood with 
him in front of the house, confronting the menacing 
white crowd. 

Spencer Supporters Rally 

Ormistand Spencer appeared in court on October 
1. Timothy P. Mitchell of the Ebehezer Missionary 
Baptist Church, who heads the Task Force Against 
Racism for the Council of Churches of the City of 
New York, led a rally of 75 supporters in the 
lobby of the court* 

The next week supporters again rallied in ^ 
court behind the Spencers. Among them were members 
of the Grand Council of the Guardians, the 5000 
member federated organization of black law officers, 
which includes New York City police and Transit and 
Housing Authority officers. 

Backing down under pressure, District Attorney 
Ferraro then asked the Kew Garden Criminal Court 
to adjourn the Spencer case to December 12 so that 
he could reinvestigate the firebombings and racial 

violence directed against the family. _____ 
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Meanwhile, the Spencers face continuing 
harassment. Their three children, 10, 11, and 
13 years old, are isolated in their home, since 
no children on the block will play with them. 

In one incident, neighborhood children came to 
harass them, running into the yard and trying to 
push them off their porch. 

, Acquittals in Bombings Case » 

Two white men were acquitted of bombing the 
Spencer home on New Year’s Eve by an all-white 
jury in Brooklyn federal court. The defense 
repeatedly attempted to establish that the Spencers 
were ’’blockbusters.” Glenda Spencer said the 
attorney tried to”establish that someone had given 
us money,” and at one point implied that Glenda 
Spencer might have been a prostitute in order to 
get enough money to buy her house. 

Supporters of the Spencers say that despite 
the acquittals, there was considerable evidence 
against the two white men. A note found near the 
timing device ’’Nigger be warned. We’ve got 
time. Your first born first. Viva Boston KKK” — 
had one of the men* s fingerprints on it and a 
message to his wife. 

Glerid'a Spencer points out that the judge in 
that trial is the same one who is to hear the civil 
rights case against ROAR, filed recently by U.S. 
Attorney David Trager. ROAR is charged in that 
suit with ’’threatening, intimidating, or otherwise 
interfering” with black people seeking housing.” 

In addition, Ti^gar says ROAR members have 
used ’’psychological warfare” by engaging in such 
activities as embarassing blacks in supermarkets, 
laundries and other public places and by prevent- 
ing black children from using school yard facili- 
ties. 

The suit also charges ROAR with harassing 
white residents who sold their homes to black 
people by following them to their new neighbor- 
hood and with running a housing reference service 
that sells homes only to whites. 

”0urs is not the first incident in Rosedale,” 
Glenda Spencer says. ”It’s abput the seventh. 

They have gotten away with it. Remember they got 
away with our first firebomb.” 

All the incidents involving the firebombing 
of blacks have occurred when a black family tried 
to move into a house previously owned by a white 
family. Most whites live in one part of Rosedale, 
mnd most blacks live in another. There is said 
to be a line which black people are not supposed 
to cross. 

Last August 30, a home in Rosedale sold t6 
a black couple was set afire, and the damage was 
so extensive that the people have not yet been 
able to move in. 

Glenda Spencer believes most of the racial 
hatred in the community comes from white residents 
who have moved in over the last three or four years. 
After having moved out of the inner city or Other 
boroughs to get away from black people, she. says, 
there is no place left for them to go, considering 
the housing shortage, skyrocketing interest rates 
on mortgages -- now at 9 1/2 per cent, and with 
the suburbs already filled up.

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"Racism," Glenda Spencer explains, "is an easy 
way out for many people in terms of the frustra- 
tions we all face and the inequalities we deal with, 
We can deal with the visual thing which is black: 
we can hit out at blackness." 

But "leaving here will not solve our problem, 
nor the problems of anyone else," she continued. 

"What 9 s happening in Rosedale is not just that blacks 
are being intimidated. White people are intimidated 
because they can ! t sell their homes as freely as they 
want. . .People have been threatened. A lot of them 
say, ? I would like to talk to you but I'm afraid.^

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BUSINESS EXEC. JAILED FOR WORKER DEATH 

NEW YORK (SURVIVAL KIT/ LNS) --In a recent court 
decision in France, Jean Chapron was jailed for 
posing a "threat to the public order" after a work- 
er was killed in his plant. Judge Patrice de Char- 
ette, a socialist, described industrial fatalities 
as a form of "premeditated murder" and concluded 
that "Mr. Chapron directly caused the death of 
this worker." 

Judge de Charette commented, "I regret only 
that more businessmen are not locked up over the 
work accidents for which they are responsible." 

The decision shocked French corporate exec- 
utives and higher courts, who said they would 
try to get the businessman released.

PLUTONIUM ON THE RISE 

NEW YORK (N.C. AMVIL/LNS) — The U.S . JGovernment , 
in a severe setback to environmentalists, has 
moved several big steps closer to allowing nuclear 
power plants to use plutonium as a prime fuel. 

The Nuclear Regulatory Commission announced 
it is now prepared to license as many as six 
atomic plants to use plutonium fuel in place of 
conventional uranium fuel. 

While environmental is ts oppose any form of 
atomic energy, the switch to plutonium is most 
strongly acrppoaed because plutonium is the most 
toxic and cancer-causing substance known. 

In addition, the government sees the material 
as a serious security problem — 20 pounds of it 
is enough to produce a powerful atomic bomb. As 
a result, the government has said it is consider- 
ing the establishment of a special nationwide 
armed federal police force whose only job would 
be to guard every particle of plutonium in the 
United States.

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GEORGETOWN UNIVERSITY TRIES TO CONTROL 
COLLEGE RADIO STATION 

NEW YORK (LNS)— The staff of alternative 
radio station WGBT-FM jin Washington, D.C. is 
calling for the reinstatement of Kenneth Sleeman, 
the station 1 s general manager. Sleeman was fired 
by Georgetown University, which holds the sta- 
tion 9 s license, after the university refused to 
allow the station to fundraise for a local free 
clinic. 

"Georgetown University doesn’t like what 
we’ve been doing," news coordinator Jude Franco 
told LNS. It’s a real issue of who's being 
served, Our goal in our public affairs programs 
is to inform people about their environment. 

G.U. wants to broadcast their private interests 
over the airwaves, and they have legal control 
over the license." 

In JJun’e the university ,aa Jesuit institu- 
tion, set up a review committee made up of 
Georgetown administrators to monitor WGTB prog- 
ramming and consider possible sale of the radio’s 
license. 

Conflict between the station and the Univ- 
ersity came to a head in mid-November, when the 
station made a routine request for permission to 
run special programming to fundraise for the Wash- 
ington Free Clinic (WFC). The Georgetown admin- 
istration refused the request, and told the sta- 
tion not to run public service announcements for 
WFC, saying the WFC was in conflict with the 
Catholic Missions of Georgetown Clinic. 

A station trustee from the G.U. administra- 
tion told WGTB, "given the fact that G.U. is a 
Jesuit and Catholic university I believe it would 
be an egregious error for GTB to mention or ap- 
pear to sponsor the WFC." The trustee was ap- 
parently alluding to the clinic’s birth control 
and abortion referral services. 

Following protests of the policy, G.U. fired 
the station’s general manager without notice on 
December 8, Mthvvaguely stated reasons® Slee- 
man has also been barred by the university from 
working as a volunteer at WGTB. Virgninia Keeler, 
station trustee and chairperson of the review board 
is now actinglgeneral manager. 

In a subsequent meeting between the review 
board and WGTB staff on December 11, the order 
prohibiting fundraising announcements for the Wash- 
ington Free Clinic was retracted. 

However, the staff lost ground in other areas. 
The board dissolved the constitution of the sta- 
tion, taking the decision-making powers away from 
the staff. The board also banned "sensitive" 
language — words the FCC doesn’t want on the air, 
even though an FCC decision on this policy is still 
pending. WGTB policy had been thelreading <f a 
Warning before and after Bhowsccontaining "sen- 
sitive" language. 

"G.U. wants control," said Jude Franco. 

"They don’t want us to be a community radio sta- 
tion. But the staff is united even without 
decision-making power. We intend to continue 
broadcasting."

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COMMUNISTS SWEEP NAZARETH ELECTIONS; 

ISRAEL ©OVT. THREATENS TO "PUNISH” .CITY 

NEW YORK (DNS) — Voters in the mostly Arab city 
of Nazareth in northern Israel have elected a mem- 
ber of the Communist Party of Israel as mayiir. In 
addition, the Communist Party-supported Democratic 
Front won 11 of 17 city council seats® 

Toufik Zayyad, a supporter of Palestinian 
nationalism and a Communist member of the Israeli 
parliament, swept the hotly contested five-way race 
for majpor with an overwhelming 67% of the vote. 

Many observers feel that the vote in the city 
of 40,000 reflects a growing nationalism on the part 
of the 450,000 Arabs living within present Israeli 
boundaries, and cite the recent diplomatic successes 
of the Palestine Liberation Organization as a con- 
tributing factor® 

ZayyacJ was actually the first person to be 
elected mayor .anywhere in Israel. Mayors in the 
past have been chosen by city councils or directly 
appointed by the central government in Tel Aviv. 

For the last eighteen months, Nazareth has been 
governed by a commission appointed by Tel Aviv. 

The Israeli government actively campaigned , 
against Zayyad. It sent two cabinet ministers to 
Nazareth whp, according to widely circulated reports, 
said that the central government would cut off 
all funds and services to the city i)f Zayyad was:: 
elected. 

Arab cities already receive less financial 
aid from the Israeli government than predominantly 
Jewish cities. 

The election came in the midst of increased 
protests by Arabs both within the pre-1967 Israeli 
territories and in areas occupied since the 1967 
war. In recent weeks, Israeli Arab students have 
been refusing to take their turns on guard duty at 
the universities, part of their compulsory obliga- 
tions in the Israeli Civil Guard. , 

In early December young Palestinians in the 
West Bank city of Nablus took to the streets to 
protest a new Israeli settlement set up' just out- 
side the city. The demonstrators defied Israeli p 
police by throwing rocks and setting up road blocks 
to try to prevent the influx of settlers. 

Sincer early November, according to the 
Christian Science Monitor, there have also been 
demonstrations by Palestinians students* in all 
major West Bank cities against an Israeli plan for 
limited self-government for Arabs on the West Bank. 
The question of self-rule loomed very large in the 
Nazareth election. 

Zayyad, a poet, first gained prominence in 
October, 1973 when he wrote a poem called "The Great 
Crossing" in which he praised the Egyptian attack 
across the Suez canal into areas occupied by Israel 
since the 1967 war. In December, 1973, he was 
elected to the Knesset, the Israeli Parliament. 

The Israeli Communist Party, or Rahak, is 
about 80 per cent Arab, having its main Jewish 
support among dockworkers and other working people 
in Haifa and Tel Aviv. In the last few years it 
has come to be the leading resistance force among 
Arabs living within the pre-1967 boundaries of 


"The Rahak is the only legal vehicle for Arab 
nationalism within pre-1967 Israel," said one acti- 
vist involved in Palestinian support work in New 
York. "Their platform calls for the return of r 
refugees to what was Palestine and for the de- 
Zionization of all Israeli institutions." The 
Rahak recognizes the Palestine Liberation Organi- 
zation as the representative of Palestinian people 
and calls for the Israeli government to do like- 
wise. 

The results of the election in Nazareth shocked 
Israel’s ruling Labor Party. "We expected to lose," 
one party official said after the election, "but 
not in such a lopsided fashion." The question will 
now be to see if the Israeli government carries 
out its .threats of non-cooperation with the newly- 
elected I government of Nazareth.

ITHACA PROTESTERS CONFRONT MARSHALL KY IN 
"WORST SITUATION ON TOUR" 

NEW YORK (LNS) — Fifteen ?hundrdd /people booed 
General Nguyen Cao Ky off the stage December 9 at 
Cornell University in upstate New York. 

Ky, who was Vice President of the U.S. -backed 
South Vietnamese regime, in the inid^l960 T s, left 
his country shortly before it was liberated last A 
April. Now living in the U.S.,' he has launched 
a nationwide speaking tour. The tour’s purpose, 

Ky said at the beginning of his speech at Cornell, 
is to "increase understanding between Vietnamese 
and American people." 

But at a press conference afterwards Ky said 
that it didn’t matter that he was booed out, because 
all he was interested in was putting his $1500 
honorarium towards the farm he plans to buy in 
Alabama. He did admit at the press conference 
that the Ithaca protest was the "worst situation" 
he has conf canted on his tour so far. 

The $1500 fee at Cornell was paid by the 
Interfraternity Council, and two fraternity foun- 
dations, Oljkphant and Adelphi. 

Demonstrators, chanting and carrying signg^ 
began to assemble in front of Cornell’s Bailey 
hall an hour before Ky was to arrive. They passed 
out leaflets noting that "the kind of lies that 
Ky is spreading are intended to rewrite history 
and make us forget that the U.S. government con- 
tinues in the very policies that led us into the 
war against Vietnam." 

Otherndemonstrators went inside to hang 
banners on the stage and podium reading, "Welcome 
to Calley Hall," "Ky is a Killer," "Blood of 
Millions on his Hands." 

The protesters insisted that one of their 
spokespeople address the crowd for two minutes 
before Ky, and in the face of their growing numbers 
the fraternity sponsors agreed. Professor Michael 
Parenti then described to the audience how Ky 
had commanded bombing missions against the Viet- 
namese civilian population. 

’Because he "jailed, tortured, and killed 
tens of thousands of people he should not be 
welcomed here." said Parenti. "We won’t be talked 
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to. We demand an open forum." 

In a change of plans, the master of ceremonies 
than announced that, instead of giving a speech 
with no question and answer period as Ky previously 
requested, he would give a very short speech } and 
field questions for the rest of the time. 

Ky's speech was repeatedly inteKfssgPtdidby hostile 
chants and guerilla theater in the audience. 

Every question was antagonistic, including 
"Why did you fight for the French colonialists 
against your own people in the first Indochina war?" 
"Why did you try to smuggle in a kilo of heroin when 
you came to the U.S. last spring?" "Why did you c'.n 
close every newspaper in Vietnam in 1965?" and "Why 
did you andyyour wife steal 35,000 acres from the 
Montagnards in Vietnam in 1970?" 

After blurting out "It wasn't 35,000, it was 
3,500," Ky avoided the quqstionip. After only about 
a half dozen questions, one person stood up and 
told the crowd they shouldn' t listen to Ky any 
longer. The audience erupted in a chant "Out Ky, out 
Ky," until he finally left the stage. 

Tran Thanh Dang, a Vietnamese living in Ithaca, 

bo the podium and told the audience that "Ky 
never spoke for the Vietnamese and that his 
country has only been able to begin rebuilding 
since Ky, Thiey^ and the rest of the U.S. -backed 
regime was finally defeated. 

Tran Dang urged Americans to participate in 
"Friendshipment," a coalition of anti-war groups 
who are now collecting materials and finances to 
send to Vietnam to assist in the reconstruction 
effort.

weekends in a row a car drove by the house she and o . ' 

activists lived in, filling it full of buckshot. "The 
FBI came after the first shoot -dp and took impressions 
of tracks and lectured us about housekeeping," Larson 
said. 

"They also drew circles on the house around all the 
bullet holes and photographed thep. Each week the FBI 
came and did the same thing. That was the entire in- 
vestigation, when in fact it was absolutely well-known 
in the area who was doing it." 

Larson also recalled stories of FBI agents standing 
by while people were beaten. "In early 1964, a group 
of people were in jail, chained so they couldn't move, 
and with no provision for bathroom facilities so there 
was a lot of filth. This was witnessed by the FBI, but 
they did nothing." 

Virginia Collins also related her experiences: 

"I personally watched FBI agents turn their backs in 
opposite directions as police beat civil rights activ- 
ists and demonstrators, during attempts to have black 
people registered as voters . I watched the FBI ignore 
bombings of homes and churches which housed people 
who were partisans for black people in the civil 
rights movement."

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PUERTO RICAN ACTIVISTS PARDONED IN DOMINICAN REPUBLIC 

NEW YORK (LNS) — Three Puerto Rican activists 
jailed in the Dominican Republic since last June 
were finally granted a pardon by Dominican president 
Joaquin Balaguer on November 17, effective Decem- 
ber's. 

Y The pardbn follows a campaign in Puerto Rico 
and the U.S. to free the three. Their supporters 
have held demonstrations in New York, Los Angeles, 
Oakland, Hartford, Chicago and other cities. 

The three, Raul Garcia, Angel Gandia and 
Johnny Sampson were arrested June 1 when a boat 
they were in strayed in the channel between the 
Dominican Republic i and Puerto Rico. 

Accused of having transported three guerrillas 
to the shores of the Dominican Republic, the three 
Puerto Ricans have been held in military prison. 

They say they were brutal ly'toftured into signing 
phony confessions. 

Meanwhile, the supposed presence of the Dom- 
inican guerrillas has been used as an excuse to 
round up and jail hundreds of Dominicans opposing 
the rightist government of Balaguer. 

A leader of the Puerto Rican Socialist Party 
(PSP) to which the three belong, said that the 
jailing marked a "repressive campaign which seeks 
to destroy the opposition movements in the Domin- 
ican Republic and tarnish the reputation of the 
PSP internationally by branding us as criminals." 

The three prisoners were first sentenced to 
thirty years at hard labor, lowered to five years 
in late October as the Dominican government came 
under increasing international pressure. 

They were finally pardoned on November 17, but 
supporters are concerned because they will not be 
released until late December. 

PSP: Secretary General Juan Mari Bras commented 
that "Never before have we seen a similar situation, 
an executive decree for pardon effective over a 
month later. We cannot lower our guard." 

In response to reports that the FBI intends to 
take action against the three once the pardon is 
effective, Mari Bras announced that Ha broad deleg- 
ation ofPuerto Rican people will go to the Dom- 
inican Republic on December 23 to receive the 
three comrades at the front gates of La Victoria 
prison and accompany them in their voyage back to 
the homeland."
